Drug  Treatment  Center  for  Hill 


Reality  House  West, 
Inc.  ,  a  non-profit  organi- 
zation that  ^as  operated 
facilities  for  treatment  and 
rehabilitation  of  drug  ad- 
dicts and  people  with  drug - 
related  problems  in  San 
Francisco  for  several 
years,  has  been  contracted 
by  the  city  to  open  an  ad- 
ditional center  especially 
to  serve    Bayview,  Hunt- 
ers Point  and  Potrero  Hill. 
The  Hill  has  been  chosen 
as  the  best  location  for  the 
"therapeutic  community" 
(TC)  and  related  services, 
which  should  be  established 
here  within  the  next  months. 

The  staff  of  community 
workers  and  drug  counsel- 
ors has  been  carefully  re- 
cruited from  the  Hill  and 
other  areas  the  center  will 
serve.    The  Potrero  HiU 
branch  of  R,H.W.  will  ul- 
timately provide  a  resi- 
dence for  up  to  25  addicts 
adjusting  to  life  without 
drugs;  in  addition,  the  fxill- 
time  staff  of  director  and 
assistzmt  director,  five 
counselors,  and  a  liaison 
psychiatric  social  worker 
from  the  Division  of  Spec- 
ial Programs  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health 
(wMch  funds  the  program 
here)   will  be  available  to 
anyone  'Mho  wants  help  or 


counseling  for  a  drug  pro- 
gram on  a  drop-in  or  reg- 
ular basis. 

All  services,  including 
the  residence  program 
(of  three  months  mini- 
mum) are  free  of  charge. 

Reality  House  West  con- 
siders itself  "an  alterna- 
tive to  methadone  mainten- 
ance, "  although  individuals 
in  methadone  programs  or 
those  opting  to  use  meth- 
adone to  break  away  from 
more  debilitating  drugs 
are  also  accepted  into  the 
program.    The  staff  is 
ready  to  help  anyone  using 
methadone  make  the  trans- 
ition to  a  drug -free  life, 
sdthough  the  decision  must 
be  made  by  the  client.  No 
methadone  is  provided  at 
the  TC,  but  regular  trans- 
portation to  the  methadone 
cUnic  is  provided,

Wisconsin  Site 
Issue  Revived 


Annoyed  by  the  contin- 
ued disuse  of  10,  8  acres 
of  city  land  around  the 
Starr  King  Elementary 
School (between  23rd 
and  26th  St,  along  Carol- 
ina St.),  The  Potrero  Hill 
Residents  and  Homeowners 
Council  took  action  toward 
improving  the  land  with 
the  encouragement  of  the 
Mayor's  Assistant  Deputy 
for  Development, Wesley 
Slade  at  their  Jan,  24th 
evening  meeting  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Public  Lib- 
rary, 

Residents  at  the  meet- 
ing were  particularly 
frustrated  that  the  city 
had  done  almost  nothing 
with  the  Wisconsin  site 
since  the  origioal  public 
housing  was  torn  down  in 
1966.  Many  were  concer- 
ned aot  only  that  the  city 
had  quietly  forgotten  about 
it  over  the  years,  but  also 
that  it  had  not  taken  care 
of  the  property  as  a  pri- 
vate owner  would  be  expect- 
ed to.  Much  of  the  criticisnr 
was  that  the  area  had  be- 
come unsafe  because  of  the 
broken  glass,  tall  grass, _ 
and  general  state  of  unof-- 
ficial  dump.  The  land  is 
now  dangerous  as  a  play 
area  for  children  and 
pets  from  the  neighborhood. 
It  Is  also  a  breeding  ground 
for  rodents  and  flies. 

The  22  residents  attend- 


ing the  meeting  unaoimousU 
voted  to  start  discussions 
again  --  with  other  inter- 
ested community  groups 
and  concerned  individuals 
about  use  of  the  land.  This 
will  mean  public  meetings 
on  the  Hillfrom  which  a 
concensus  resolution  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Council  President,  Anna 
Buck,  will  contact  other 
Hill  organizations,  espec- 
ially those  involved  in  pre- 
vious discussions,  to  set 
a  date  for  the  first  public 
meeting  tentatively  sched- 
uled for  the  Neighborhood 
House,. 

The  group  feels  that  a 
new  resolution  Is  needed  for 
several  reasons.  First  of 
all,  the  last  community- 
made  decision  presented  to 
and  passed  by  tiie  Board 
of  Supervisors  was  in  1969. 
Many  of  the  groups  party 
to  the  agreement  were  not 
really  happy  with  the  re- 
solution to  have  the  land 
used  1/ 3  for  low-cost  hous - 
ing,  1/3  moderate  cost 

housing,  and  1/3  market- 
rate  housing. 

Another  reason  for  a 
new  resolution  is  that  the 
City  can  do  nothing  else 
with  the  land  unless  the 
Board  of  Supervisors 
produces  a  different  pol-

But  for 
t'^e  Vietnamese  survivors,  the  struggle  is  by  no  means 
over;  internal  reconciliation  and  a  long  and  painful 
reconstruction  stretc*»  a  ead.    If  the  peace  endures, 
t^e  work  t**ere  is  only  beginnine. 

Perhaps  if  the  Bac*^  Mai  "ospital  debacle  *^ad  come 
earlier  in  the  war  America's  shame  at  sue    a  tragic 
miscalculation  might  not  be  so  intense.  Perhaps. 
In  the  chronological  context  of  frantic  eleventh*  nour 
negotiations  toward  peace  in  Paris,  the  Christmas 
bombing  of  a  crowded  civiliem  **ospital  "by  mistake" 
seems  particularly  despicable. 

There  seems  to  Ije  precious  little  njpst  of  us,  t**e 
American  people  w  o  commissioned  t  e  war  and  the 
bombing  by  tacit  assent  or  insuffient  protest,  can  do 
to  expiate  our  guilt.    Financial  aid  to  reconstruction 
is  a  typically  Western  response,  but  financial  assistance 
to  a  cause  we  can  identify  with,  to  whatever  unpleasant 
extent,  carries  some  comfort  in  its  directness.

Grow  Your  Own 

Potrero  Hiil  is  the  ideal  location  for  the  large-scale 
experimentation  of  t^e  municipal  gardening  proposal 
sponsored  by  Supervisor  Mendelso^. 

A  recently  passed  city  ordinance  allows  vacant  city 
land  to  be  leased  for  gardening  at  nominal  cost.  To 
implement  the  program  here,  all  any  Hm  community 
group  has  to  do  is  locate  an  unused  public  site  and  go  to 
the  City  Real  Estate  Department  requesting  a  lease  (for 
some  nominal  fee  as  a  dollar  a  month), 

T^ere  are  over  10  acres  of  unused  city  land  around 
Starr  King  Elementary  School  alone.    Privately  owned 
empty  lots  could  also  be  used;  owners  would  prefer  such 
activity  to  unsightly  disuse. 

If  abundant  sunlight,  dog  droppings,  and  aLlittle  terra- 
cing are  not  sufficient  to  grow  vegetables,     ill  garden- 
ers should  support  Supervisor  Mendolsohn'S  municipal 
composting  idea,  possibly  funded  by  revenue  sharing 
funds  sought  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  T"is 
plan,  still  being  discussed  in  revenue  sharing  hearings, 
would  recycle  San  Francisco  garbage  into  compost  for 
infertile  public  lands.    Hill  support  for  this  expenditure 
is  needed  at  the  next  public  revenue  sharing  hearing 
held  by  t*^e   Mayor  February  5th,  7:30  p.m.,  at  Horace 
Mann  Junior  ^g*^  School,  Z3rd  and  Valencia  Streets, 

Regardless  of  whether  nublic  or  private  land  is  used 
for  gardens,  letfe  "ave  lots  of  t"em!    T^^^  ^  ^  chance 
to  improve  nutrition,  enhance  t^e  neig  bor  ood  ecology, 
and  bring  neighbors  together.    The  garden  plan  also 
builds  on  an  already  well  establis*^ed  community  tra- 
dition of  neighborhood  sponsored  gardening  that  ^^as 
produced  a  mini  park  and  has  handsomely  landscaped 
many  Hill  spots.

Publishers 
Perishing 

Geoffrey   Link's  com- 
ment "news  is  expensive," 
set  the  tone  for  an  in- 
formal meeting  of  various 
members  of  the  Bay 
Area's  "alternative  press" 
January  16  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Library. 

Link,  former  editor  of 
SAN  FRANCISCO  mag- 
azine, was  speaking  on 
the  toDic.  "Whv  Publish- 
ers Perish,"  blames 
"under  capitalization" 
for  many  failures. 

"Publishing  is  a  matter 
of  endurance,"  stated 
Link.    "You  have  to  last 
long  enough  to  impress 
advertisers.  "   And  this 
means  enough  capital  to 
carry  you  through  the 
first  year  or  so,  he 
added. 

FATALITIES 

A  recent  local  fatality 

singled  out  as  a  case  in 
point  was  the  NIGHT 
TIMES,  an  entertain- 
ment paper  published 
twice  a  month  in  Berk- 
eley.   The  publishers  of 
this  paper  spent  $50,  000 
to  publish  for  one  year. 
Just  as  NIGHT  TIMES 
was  planning  to  go  week- 
ly, it  ran  out  of  money 
and  backers  and  was 
forced  to  cease  produc- 
tion. 

Another  Bay  Area 
publication  to  go  under 
during  the  past  year  was 
RAGS,  a  fashion  tabloid 
with  a  national  circula- 
tion.   RAGS  started  with 
$65,  000,  but  also  lasted 
only  a  year.  Link  point- 
ed out. 

The  one  loccd  paper  to 
really  make  it  big  has 
been  ROLLING  STONE, 
which  was  started  on 
only  $7,  500,  but  had 
backing  of  $125,  000  with- 
in a  year.    The  semi- 
monthly of  rock  n'  roll 
now  boasts  a  circulation 
of  200,  000  and  has  ex- 
panded into  book  pub- 
lishing (Straight  Arrow 
Books),  but  still  goes 
through  periodic  finan- 
cial crises.  Link  stated, 

PATIENCE 

Jo^^n  Bryan,  editor 
of  THE  PHOENIX,  a 
relatively  new  San 
Francisco  paper  (10 
issues),  said  you  just 
have  to  keep  struggling 
and  not  expect  to  make 
much  money  at  the 
beginning  of  a  publish- 
ing venture. 

Another  recent  local 
casualty  that  came  up 
for  discussion  was  the 
GOOD  TIMES,  one  of 
the  original  underground 
papers,  which  finally 
folded  last  year  after 
publishing  since  the 
"love  days"  of  the 
Haight-Ashbury.  The 
consensus  of  the  group 
was  that  this  paper,  with 
a  circulation  of  only 
3,  000,  was  put  out  by 
a  commune^which  en- 
abled it  to  ^ang  on  long- 
er than  most  papers 
would  have  in  similar 
circumstances. 

Perhaps  the  most 
revealing  statistic  to  come 
out  of  the  discussion  was 
the  CHRONICLE'S  cir- 
culation total  --  800,000. 
That's  formidable  compet- 
ition. 
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New  School  for  Hill 


Daniel  Webster  Elemen- 
tary Scv,ool,  for  years  a 
landmark  on  Potrero  Hill, 
is  scheduled  to  be  torn 
down  and  replaced  by  a 
two-story  "transportable 
structure,  " 

The  demolition  is  tenta- 
tively scheduled  for  June 
of  1974  with  the  new  school 
to  be  built  at  the  same  lo- 
cation on  Missouri  Street, 

The  new  school  will  be 
explained  in  detail  at  an 
Open  House  set  for  Daniel 
Webster  on  Thursday, 
February  8  at  7:30  p.m. 
Phillip  Kali  of  the  Build- 
ing and  Grounds  division 
of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  will 
be  on  hand  to  discuss 
plans  for  the  new  facility, 

Mrs.  Yvette  Kelly, 
principal  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster, stated  that  the  new 
building,  designed  by 
Robert  A,  Wong,  will  in- 
corporate some  of  the 
latest  improvements  in 
classroom  design  and 
matericils.    These  include 
carpeting  and  acoustical 
tile  in  all  rooms.  The 
classrooms  will  be  15'  by 
15'  modules  arranged  ac- 
cording to  teacher  speci- 
fications. 

The  present  Daniel 
Webster  building  does  not 
meet  ssifety  standards 
under  California's  Field 
Act.    According  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Field 
Act,  schools  w^iich  are 
not  up  to  standard  may  not 
be  used  after  June  30, 
1975. 

This  act  was  first 
adopted  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature, following  the  1933 


Long  Beach  earthquake 
and  subsequent  legislation 
has  required  that  struc- 
tural engineering  reports 
be  prepared  on  all  pre  - 
1933  schools, 

San  Francisco  has  56 
schools  in  the  category, 
including  44  elementary, 
eight  junior  highs,  and 
four  senior  high  schools. 
Some  of  the  schools  will 
be  renovated  to  meet  the 
earthquake  standards, 
while  others,  such  as 
Daniel  Webster,  will  be 
replaced  with  new  build- 
ings. 

The  other  elementary 
schools  on  Potrero  Hill, 
Starr  King  and  Patrick 
Henry  were  built  after 
1933  and  are  not  covered 
under  the  present  Field 
Act.

Victorian  Redesigned 


In  a  time  when  old  build- 
ings are  being  torn  down 
to  make  way  for  new.  Hill 
residents  Kit  and  Betsy 
Larke  decided  to  remodel 
the  faded  grey.  50  year  old 
house  they  own  at  632  Ar- 
kansas Street, 


The  Larkes  have  lived 
at  various  other  addresses 
on  Potrero  Hill  since  1964. 
They  always  wanted  to  buy 
a  home  and  looked  at  about 
20  other  houses  before  they 
discovered  the  one  on 
Arkansas  Street.  The  place 
was  completely  without  elec 
tricity  and  plumbingjin  fact, 
'it  was  condemned.    But  it 
was  what  they  coulu  alford 
and  haa  a  lot  of  possibilities 
They  bought  it. 

Kit  converted  it  back 
from  a  2 -family  dwelling 
to  a  two  story  home.  He 
knocked  out  several  walls 
to  give  the  downstairs  an 
open  feeling.    At  that 
point  the  Larkes  asked 
architect  Lew  Goldhammer, 


also  a  Hill  resident,  to 
suggest  other  changes. 

Tackling  only  the  front  in 
the  beginning,  Goldhammer 
took  the  entry  which  looked 
more  like  a  bad  dream  of 
Jacques  Tati's  M.  Hulot, 
and  created  a  San  Francis- 
co style  house.    He  added 
an  octagonal  corner  tower 
to  enclose  the  entry  and  a 
new  stair  landing  at  the 
second  floor.    This  is  not 
an  ordinary  stair  landing 
but  a  room  in  itself,  afford- 
ing views  in  three  directions 
and  serving  as  a  conversa- 
tion nook  or  "cupola"  as 
the  Larkes  call  it.  The 
entry  is  protected  and  dry 
and  "the  tower  visually  ties 
the  building  to  the  ground^' 
says  Goldhammer. 

There  is  plenty  of  work 
still  to  be  done  but  the 
Larkes  now  have  a  beautiful 
and  livable  house  which,  to 
the  delight  of  the  neighbors, 
now  wears  several  coats  of 
warm  brown  and  ochre 
paint.

icy  statement.  In  other 
words,  the  City  c»uld  not 
simply  auction  off  the  land 
to  the  highest  bidder  un- 
less the  bid  met  the  1969 
stipulations. 

Finally,  it  was  obser- 
ved by  both  members  and 
Mr.  Slade  that  there  are 
alternatives  to  housing  and 
that  times  have  changed 
since  the  period  betw*»en_ 
1966-69  when  the  comm- 
unity was  working  out  its 
first  proposition. 

The  freeze  on  federal 
funds  used  to  subsidize 
housing  for  low  and  mod- 
erate income  people  and 
the  possibility  of  new  ideas 
for  use  of  the  land  by  Hill 
residents  are  two  post- 
1969  developments  that 
might  affect  use  of  the 
Wisconsin  site.  Open  space 
recreation  or  a  community 
facility  might  now  be  acc- 
eptable uses  of  the  land. 

Several  members  point- 
ed out  that  "cared-for" 
open  space  would  certain- 
ly be  a  temporary  improv- 
ement over  the  present 
littered  and  glass-strewn 
acreage.  Slade  responded 
that  public  or  public -assis - 
ted  use  of  the  land  will 
require  money  and  that 
nothing  can  be  done  to 
the  site  "unless  someone 
can  come  up  with  a  novel 
idea  for  financing. " 

The  Mayor's  Assistant 
Deputy  also  emphasized 
that  before  anything  will 
be  done  by  the  City,  Pot- 
rero  as  a  community 

must  agree  on  what  it 
wants  done  with  the  land. 
He  agreed  and  supported 
the  idea  of  having  a  series 
of  publicpneeting^son  the 
Hill  to  resolve  the  question. 
He  also  noted  that  a  group 
which  presented  a  housing 
proposal  in  1969,  Catholic 
Social  Services,  had  re- 
cently approached  him 
again  on  the  subject. 

He  warned  that  initial 
meetings  would  not  be  easy 
and  that  much  of  the  energy 
expended  would  simply  be 
neighbors  letting  off 
steam.  He  hinted  that  once 
residents  had  some  kind 
of  pautu^y  acceptable  idea,f 
the  City  might  help  refine 
it  with  professional  plann- 
ing assif'tance, 

Slade  also  admitted  that 
in  the  past  Potrero  HiU. 
has  been  left  out  of  many 
of  the  City's  assistance 
efforts.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  Hill  lies  between 
two  model  cities  programs 
and  has  no  Federally  Assis- 
ted Code  Enforcement  pro- 
gram (J' ACE),  This  was 
nothing  new  to  the  residents 
at  the  meeting  who,  before 
Slade' s  arrival,  had  dis- 
cussed and  agreed  that 
Potrero  Hillreceiveslow 
priority  in  City  "Hall  be- 
cause it  is  not  strongly 
organized  like  other  neigh- 
borhoods such  as  the  Miss- 
ion, the  Haight,  and  Rich- 
mond,

Taylor  Robinson,  also 
a  Genersd  Practitioner, 
graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado,  att- 
ended the  School  of  Med- 
icine at  Louisiana  State 
University,  and  interned 
at  Harkness  Hospital  in 
San  Francisco.  At  Hark- 
ness  he  met  Dr.  Roth  who 
invited  him  to  visit  his 
office  in  Potrero  HiU, 
Robinson  had  been  planning 
to  speciaUze  in  psychiatry 
but  the  appeal  of  personal- 
ized doctor -patient  relation- 
ships in  community  gener- 
al practice  was  very  strong. 
He  visited  Dr.  Roth's  off- 
ices, Ustened  and  consid- 
ered; he  returned  and 
repeated  this  process  with 
Echenberg,  Last  month  he 
entered  into  association 
with  the  office. 

Their  nurse,  Betty  Tak- 
ets,  has  been  working  at 
the  20th  St.  Medical  BuUd- 
ing  for  almost  five  years 
now.  She  provided  the  con- 
tinuity the  new  doctors 
needed  and  they  now  have 
her  running  between  exam- 
ining rooms.

People  could  still 
have  the  freedom  of  sel- 
ecting their  own  doctor 
but  a  more  preventive 
type  of  medicine  ^M>uld 
be  available,  enabUng 
everyone  to  get  the 
yearly  check-ups  and 
costiy  x-rays  they 
shpi^ld  have.i!,
